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Hyink Responds To PASU Charges 


The Pan-African Student Union, in its 
address read at the appearance of William 
Shockley, made the following charges in 
regards to the administration of 
Sacramento State College: 


Moreover, the Pan African Student 
Union of SSC finally rests its blame of 
open affront to black people with the 
administration of the college. We biame 
an administration that is continuously 
cutting its funds and committments made 
in the past to black students. We blame 
an administration that refuses to hire 
black faculty, black administrators, and 
black staff. We blame an administration 
that refuses to let the few black 
administrators on campus run programs 
in the best interest of black students. We 
blame an administration that openly 
sanctions proposals that would cut by 
10% the number of black students that 
are currently enrolled on this campus. 


President Bernard Hyink, has issued 
the following statement regarding the 
position of the college in relation to the 
PASU’S charges. 

During the last few years the College 
bas been serving increasingly larger 
numbers of black students. This year 
approximately 700 black students are 
enrolled at Sacramento State College —the 
largest number in our history. A large 
percentage of these students are enrolled 
in Ethnic Studies and are participants in 
the Educational Opportunity Program. It 
is significant to note that although the 
College suffered severe reductions in 
faculty and in other budget categories for 
1971-72, no reductions were made in 
faculty positions, student assistant

Rape, the most frequently commited 
violent crime in the country, results in 
few convictions. 

Rape is a political act of aggression by 
a man against a woman, just as lynching 
was a political act by whites against 
blacks. And rape is ignored in the same 
fashion was lynching before the Civil 
Rights movement. 

Sacramento City College has had 11 
rapes and one murder in three months. 
These are just the cases which have been 
reported. 

Clifford Sivil, head of Sac State 
Security , says that SSC has been lucky 
this year. There have been no rapes 
reported on campus but two incidents of 
indecent exposure and one man in the 
womens’ bathroom were called in. 

The F.B.I. reports that only about five 

to 20% of the rape cases in the country 
are ever reported. Also, one of every 
three women in the U.S. can expect to be 
raped in her lifetime; fifty percent of 
American rapes occur in the woman’s 
home by a man she has never seen before 
and, for every white women raped, 12 
black women suffer the same fate. 
, These are the statistics. The cold, hard 
facts about the “all-American” crime. For 
men, it is a conquest, a laughing matter. 
For women, it is a constant fear. 

The many myths regarding rape are 
totally unfounded. Rapists are not 
necessarily insane. Any man on the street 
can be a potential rapist. To say that all 
men would rape, if it was not for social 
control against it, is false. Many cultures 
don’t even know what rape is.

Particularly since the Spring of 1969, 
the College has made determined efforts 
to bring black faculty to the campus for 
appointments in Ethnic Studies, as well as 
in other academic departments. As a 
result, the College now has twenty-six 
black faculty who hold full-time class and 
rank positions. 

The College has also been aware of the 
need for employing persons of ethnic 
minority groups in administrative and 
staff positions. The last College survey 
showed that 19% of our non-faculty 
employees were from minority ethnic 
groups and that 8% of our total 
non-faculty employees were Blacks. Since 
approximately 5% of the population in 


the College recruiting area are Blacks, this 


indicates a_ significant representation. 
there are no Blacks serving as deans or in 
higher level administrative positions 


though many Blacks are now receiving 
experience which will qualify them for 
positions of higher responsibility. The 
College does actively search for qualified 
and experienced Blacks for major

Because of aggressive-passive sex roles 
it is assumed that all women secretly 
desire to be raped. This is also false. 
These myths and the male-dominated 
justice system are the main reasons why 
so few rapists are ever convicted. 

A woman’s treatment by police is the 
key to explaining why so few cases are 
ever reported. Women are told by police 
to stay inside at night and to avoid 
wearing provocative clothes as a method 
of helping prevent rape. The Sac State 
Security office is taking more realistic 
measures.

Last summer the College instituted the 
Affirmative Action Program for the 
campus. The purposes of this program are 
to establish immediate and long-term 
goals to improve minority and female 
representation in the faculty, staff and 
administration. 


Within the last. several weeks two 
important steps were taken in the 
Student Services area which reflect direct 
concern for ethnic minority students. 
Aithough a substantial number of staff 
and administrative positions are already 
occupied by ethnic minority persons, a 
new policy for affirmative action was 
adopted on October 19, 1971, whereby 
the dean of students notified departments 
that ali future vacant positions must be 
filled in a manner to improve the ethnic 
ratio. As a second step, the Financial Aids 
and Placement Center is being 
reorganized into two separate offices so 
that the financial aids services for 
students in the Educational Opportunity 
Program could be more direct and of 
greater benefit to ethnic minority 
students. In addition, one of the financial 
aids counselors was reassigned on a 
full-time basis and given full authority to 
work with the director of the EOP in 
resolving the financial aids problems of 
ethnic minority students. 

The College recognizes it must provide 
a@ meaningful educational environment for 
all ethnic minority students, Asians, 
Blacks, Mexican-Americens and 
Native-Americans. The Colleg: relies

The Security Department is 
also pushing for more lights and staff for 
increased surveiliance. 

Police advise women against fighting 
back, for it’s not rape if they do.

Or if a doctor after an extensive 
examination, finds no sperm, it is not 
rape! The woman's word is not enough. 

In some states a man’s previous rape 
record is not valid evidence against him; 
whereas if the woman is unmarried and is 
having sexual rejations with anyone, she 
cannot be raped. 


and the EOP to provide programs to 
develop the ethnic consciousness in a 
traditionally white campus community 
and the advice and counsel of faculty and 
students who participate in these 
programs is critical to the entire college 
community. We must review, reevaluate, 
and reassess all of the ways and means 
whereby we attempt to meet the needs of 
minority students on this campus. 


SS ease 
To be sure, Hyink’s statement, 
although factual, falls short of 
satisfactorily answering the PASU’s 


charges. To them, and others, combatting 
institutionalized racism is not a “numbers 
game.” This is not to slight Hyink’s 
statement, but rather is to emphasize that 
there is evidence that there still remains a 
gap between what has been done and 
what needs be done. It is hoped that the 
Commission can help fill this gap through 
the results of its deliberations. 


However, the Campus Commission on 
Racial Discrimination is in the process of 
conducting an investigation relating to 
the many -issues that have arisen since 
the aftermath, of the Shockley 
appearance; this includes the incident 
itself, the question of academic freedom 
and its relationship to racism, as well as 
the charges of PASU against the 
administration. Anyone possessing 
further information of comment 
regarding this situation may contact the 
commission at their office in TJJ-1. 


When a woman goes to the police, she 
is made to feel that she is the criminai. 
She is told that it must have been the 
clothes whe wore or a gesture she made, 
or what whe did that caused the incident. 

With this kind of treatment, a woman 
generally avoids reporting her case. She 
will only be humiliated and most likely 
the criminal will get off without 
punishment. 

Women must be aware about the facts 
of rape. It is a traumatic, emotional 
experience for women to undergo. And 
you may have trouble finding a woman 
who is willing to talk about it because, as 
it has been proven, it is often futile for 
her to protest and and humiliating to 
discuss. 

The key to ending this _ total 
degradation is for women to fight back. A 
purse, keys, fingernails, or a good kick 
where he is vulnerable can be enough to 
stop an attacke;. Men don’t expect 
resistance. So resist. And ye!! alot. 

If he has a weapon, don’t resist. He will 
have to put it down in the course of his 
actions. When he does, then resist, run 
and yell. 

Better yet, take a self-defense course. 
The SSC P.E. Dept. presently offers judo 
to all women and has tentative plans for a 
general self-defense course for the spring 
semester. 

Build up your strength so an assailant 
will think twice before doing it again. If 


every rapist lost an arm during an 
attempted rape, he would only rape 
twice 


Editor's note: We can think of a loss that 
would limit the rapist to one attempt. 








‘| Am The President’

President Richard M. Nixon steps onto 
a platform at Andrews Air Force Base as 


the U.S. Marine Corps band strikes up g 


“Hail to the Chief.”” Nixon greets the 
large partisan crowd with four fingers 
pointing skyward; each hand forms a 
“V."" He smiles sincerely, as he shakes 
hands with Frederick IX, King of 
Denmark 

A citizen on Broadway in Sacramento, 
California, drags herself from Farmers 
Market pushing a small cart. In the cart is 
a small bag of food which costs $23. 
“Not enough to feed a sparrow on a 
diet,” she mutters, “let alone five 
children.” 

The Executive branch, excluding 
cabinet level offices such as Health, 
Education and Welfare, Defense (i.e., 
Pentagon), Interior, etc., gets $53.5 
million a year. 

Nixon’s salary is $200,000 a year and 
he is given $50,000 for official 
entertainment, such as his meeting with 
the Dane, Frederick IX. 

The Executive is allotted $9.07 million 
for personal services: newspapers, 
periodicals, wire services and travel 
expenses. Also included is money for 
more official entertainment. The 1972 
budget gives no inkling as to where this 
money is spent. One can assume some is 
spent sending Presidential advisor Henry 
Kissinger to Peking, to Paris, back to 
Washington 

During the morning rush to classes, 
when cars are lined like steel beams along 





the Elvas Freeway, at Sacramento State 
College, a student’s 1957 Chevy dies with 
a cough-choke. Angered he jumps from 
the car, kicks the front left fender—which 
falls lazily (as in slow motion) to the wet 
asphalt. As the rain comes down hard! 
the student crosses the railroad tracks 
heading for “‘class”’ in the cafeteria. 


WHITE HOUSE UPKEEP 

For White House maintenance the 
Executive is appropriated $1.2 million. 
Within sight of the mansion are poor, 
run-down rat-infested tenement buildings. 
A citizen stands with his arm pushing 
against a wall. There are three men sitting 
on the stoop. The citizen standing puts 
his arm through the wall, falls. His friends 
hop off the stoop laughing; he picks 
himself up, curses his friends, the 
absentee landlord, Nixon, swipes off his 
hot leather jacket and walks. 

Within running distance of the 
tenement and the White House, a citizen 
stealing a grocer’s bread is darting from 
the scene. A policeman, death in his right 
hand, righteousness in his cold heart, 
brings him down with two rapid shots 
which rip the victim’s neck and head as 
easily as one tears tissue paper, killing 
him now! 

The Council and Office on 
Environmental Quality spends $2.3 
million on projects, and gets $32.5 
million in salaries. 

DIRTY AIR 

Mayor Sam Yorty urges parents to 
keep their children home and indoors. It 
seems the Los Angeles air can be seen, 
not breathed. 

Domestic Council, which began 
operation in 1970, gets $1.8 million and 
provides the President with help in the 
“formulation and coordination” of 
domestic policy 

Up the coast from L.A., in the Santa 
Barbara Channel, an oil-well springs a 
bellowing leak, oil gushes skyward, settles 
on the waters and swims in great crashing 
waves for shore 

National Aeronautics and Space 
Council is given $485,000 and the 
National Council on Marine Resources 
and Engineering Development receives a 
lowly $409000 In 1970, Marine 
resources spent a thousand dollars more 


than the $400,000 allotted. 

Within sight of the oil-well spills, a 
citizen stands on a boulder and, with a 
shotgun, kills a sea otter with one 
well-aimed blast. In Sacramento, 
Governor Ronald Reagan is saying, “Well 
you know, if you've seen one Redwood, 
you've seen them all.”’ 

Staff services alone cost the National 
Security Council $2 million. Office of 
Management and budget gets $19.002 
million and the Office of 
Intergovernmental Relations gets 
$300,000, and still they ask: Will the 
Undersecretary of State hire GS-1 typists 
or will the President of the United States? 

The Office of Science and Technology 
gets $2.28 million. Telecommunicatio.s 
receives $2.62 million and $1 million is 
used for research. Still the service man in 
Vietnam will not get a clear line to San 
Francisco. 

A soldier sitting in a bunker during 
guard duty on the perimeter of the base 
at Chu Lai listens for the guards’ relief 
truck. He is thinking of the faint sound of 
his sweetheart’s voice which he hopes to 
hear on the wire at 0200 hours. But now 
it is the Vietnamese New Year-Tet—and 
the Viet Cong celebrate with an attack 
throughout South Vietnam. Enemy 
rockets blow the GI away.

Far from being restricted to 
those who throw insults or flash 
peace signs, or even to 
stereotyped Native Americans in 
John Wayne movies, sign 
language is a very important and 
often the only form of 
communication for millions of 
the world’s deaf 

Ken Heuser, sign language, or 


dactylology, instructor at SSC, 
describes the language as 
“painting pictures with the 
hands.” Heuser, whose own 
hands skillfully convey their 
picture messages, explains, “It's 
not a language of words, but of 


concepts and ideas.’ This makes 


sign language a transmission of 


thoughts, rather than 4 
syllable-by syllable translation 
from the written or spoken 
word 

Communication is by body, 
arm, and hand movements, 
sometimes flowing, sometimes 
sharp and abrupt, and through 
exaggerated facial expressions 
In conversation, signs are 
combined with the manual 
alphabet, or finger-spelling, as 
some words have no 


corresponding sign 

Sign language was created in 
France in the 18th Century by 
Abbe Charles Michel de |'Epee, 
who developed the natural sign 
language of the deaf (developed 
similarly to that of the American 
and other Indians) into a 
systematic and conventional 
language. In the 19th Century it

was introduced as the system for 
educating the deaf in the United 
States 

Heuser, who has normal 
hearing and speech, learned sign 
language in 1960 at California 
Baptist College in Riverside to 
communicate with deaf children 
in a summer and Sunday school 
program. Soon he was being 
called on frequently to 
interpret at schools, hospitals, 
and in the courts 

In Fali, 1970, after having 
taught several sign language 
classes through the years, Heuser 
was requested by the 
Sacramento Hearing Society to 


teach another, which became 
Dactylology |, a two-unit class 
under the Extension 
Department. Now in its third 
semester, Dactylology 1 is 
currently composed of 16 
students, primarily speech 


pathology and audiology majors 
Heuser's class rather resembles 
a social hour sans the traditional 
beverages, with many smiles, 
much laughter, and the students 
really enjoying their learning 
experience One student 
expressed the majority opinion 
“This is the best class | have this 
semester. It’s a fun class.” 
Students who complete 
Dactylology | and the follow-up 
course, Dactylology 2, will be 
eligible to interpret, as does 
Heuser, in hospitals, churches, 
doctor's offices, homes, and 
jails. They may also take the 
interpreter’s test for a certificate 
from the National Association of

This segregation from society, 
Heuser explains, has created of 
the deaf a “cliquish subculture, a 
silent world in a _ noisy 
environment.” For this reason 
Heuser believes that all deaf 
children should be _ taught 
lipreading and oral skills if they 
are able to learn. (Like playing 
the piano some people have the 
ability and some don’t.) With 


such skills (»+y will be able to 
interact more fully with the 
hearing world and begin to 
“desegregate” themselves and 
their families

From the ground floor of a huddle, the casual 
malevolence of your opponent's defensive line can be 
somewhat unsettling. Eye contact with the left defensive 
tackle serves to reinforce a feeling of misgiving. In fact, 
the entire defensive team is successfully unhinging your 
confidence and command of the huddle. They stand 
with arms dangling monstrously at their sides in an 
attitude of disdain for your vaunted offense. 

Shaking your head to clear the cobwebs from the 
pounding suffered on the last down, you duck down 
into the huddle and quietly call a play. Counter, off 
tackle, a good second down choice ideaily suited for the 
ol’ Green and Gold's style of offense. The old axiom of 
many a football strategist forces its way into your mind 
while the huddle breaks with the familiar sharp hand 
clap. As you stride behind your offensive line and your 
teammates approach the fine of scrimmage to get set, the 
thought echoes in your mind, “In any game plan, 
establishing a strong ground game serves to open up the 
defense for a vigorous passing attack." 

Coming up behind the center you survey the defensive 
alignment, checking to see whether an “audible” at the 
line of scrimmage is necessary. By chance you catch a 
glimpse of the scoreboard at the far end of the field. 
Your feeling in the huddle comes back once again as the 
board relentlessy glows “SECOND DOWN, 9 YARDS 
TO GO.” You know your opponents have diagnosed the 
backfield set and are primed for an off tackle slant. 
Wanting to “audible’’ but knowing that the indecision 
has cost precious seconds, your choice becomes limited. 
Exhibiting a bravado which isn't there, you call the 
signals, take the ball from the center and whirl to your 
left with the first fake, then after a split second, hand 
off to the second back, and watch him slam into the 
waiting arms of the defensive linemen who sifted 
through your offensive blockers. As you trot back to the 
huddle a quick glance to the sidelines at the yard 
markers confirms the inevitable, it's third down and long 
yardage again! 

As heir-spparent to the Lyle James-Mike Lippi passing 
eras, the Hornet quarterback kneels in the huddje and 
calls the familiar third down pass play. From the stands 
it is already apparent that the quarterback knows of the 
groping hands of the pass rushers. They slip their block, 
grab at his throwing arm, at his legs, relentlessly pursuing 
until the pressure forces him to throw an incomplete 
pass or to get buried under an avalanche. 

Along the sidelines, Ray Clemons, Hornet head coach, 
paces. Head bowed to the certainty of an incomplete 

pass, his inner rage 
reveals itself only 
through an 
unconscious 
thrashing of his 
football cleats 
against the turf. The 
play unfolds, the 
pass sails beyond the 
reach of the receiver, 
and Clemons boils 
over in frustration. 
Many in the stands 
explode with 
criticisms directed at 
the team and the 
antiquity of their 
offense. Here and 
there a quiet word is 
uttered about 
divisiveness within 
AS@aekay & 
mentioning Clemons 
and his coaching 
decisions as the 
source. 

The dramatic hyperbole of the futility experienced 
by the Hornets on the field has its parallel off the field, 
where the plight of Sacramento State football is 
described in the starkest reality. 


Unreal aspirations 


The seeds of a good football team reveal themselves 
every game, but they have yet to sprout. Beneath the 
surface Sacramento State football suffers from 
aspirations to greatness despite an all too obvious lack of 
financial support, skill and fan encouragement. For 
faithful Green and Gc d fans these deficiencies can he 
directly traced to the downward spiral of Hornet 
football fortunes. From the pinnacle of a Far Western 
Conference (FWC) championship in 1967 to a dismal 4-6 
campaign last year and a 4-5-] record this year, 
Sacramento State college has witnessed a complete 
reversal of the middle-sixties brand of football so 
familiar to the sport pages of the local dailies. Despite 
disclaimers, the entire reversal cannot be excused by the 
growing prowess of other conference teams. The roots of 
Sacramento State's football failure go much deeper than 
that. 








Football at Sacramento State over the past five seasons 
(this season inclusive) has been continually faced with a 
third down and long yardage. Third down on the field, 
in the stands and in the revenue department. All these 
factors and more contribute to a rapidly approaching 
point of decision where the priorities attached to the 
football program will face re-examination. 


Recruiting failure 


Essential to any college sports program is its recruiting 
success. Dependent on the conference, a college's 
recruiting habits and inducements vary. Under the 
auspices of the FWC rules, member schools are 
prohibited from offering scholarships to lure athletes 
into their programs. None of the other recruiting and 
elgibility provisions of the conference bylaws come close 
to approaching the magnitude of effect attached to the 
prohibition on scholarships. Without them, or any other 
form of inducement, Sacramento State suffers 
noticeably in accruing talent for its football teams. The 
chief loss to the program results from an inability to 
persuade local high school talent to cast their lot with 
Sacramento State’s athletic fortunes. 

The key selling point Hornet coaches stress when 
talking to any prospective athlete concerns the diversity 
and versatility of the athletic department and the stature 
of the educational facilities at the college. There’s no 
denying that the athletic department is diverse, but to 
try and co;vince someone that the educational 
opportunities here are as numerous now after three years 
of a subsistence-level budget as they were several years 
ago, just doesn’t sound very persuasive. Faced with 
offers from larger universities which include waiver of 
tuition fees, housing, meals, books and incidentals, plus 
the prestige of playing in a more well known conference, 
it is no wonder that the local talent desert the area 
colleges in favor of greener pastures. 

Then again, a frequent topic of discussion around the 
campus is whether the talent presently within the 
program has been satisfactorily used. There are those 
around campus who would respond in the negative to 
such a query, serving to confuse the already perplexing 
enigma that is the athletic department. 


No one seems interested 


Too little too often not only describes the recruiting 
situation within the program, but also indicates the level 
of financial support it receives. Hornet football suffers 
from low attendance figures, which is reflected on the 
annual budget allocation from the Associated Students 
To those within the football program, attendance is not 
an important or limiting factor when budget problems 
are being discussed. To those responsible for the 
Associated Students’s money, attendance figures are of 
prime consideration. 

Within the athletic department there are several 
revenue-generating sports. Football, from year to year, is 
ranked as one of the chief sources for generated income 
within the entire athletic budget. This income is 
combined with revenue from other sports to determine 


how much self-support the athletic program can manage. - 


The difference between that sum and the total outlay 
for the athletic program is requested from the 
Associated Students. Every year the proposed budget 
allocation for the athletic department, and indirectly the 
football portion of it, climbs higher and higher 
Mounting costs and expansion of the program are the 
primary directives cited as responsible for the increase. 

Every year the student senators who sit in judgement 
of the athletic budget must determine whether this 
program, which depends largely on spectator 
involvement, is continuing to serve a significant portion 
of the student body and warrants an increase in its 
budget allocation. This is why attendance figures 
become so important. During the past five years the 
generated revenue from the football program has varied 
but little while at the same time the requested allocation 
has edged higher and higher. It becomes apparent that 
the interest in athletics in general, and football in 
particular, has leveled off at Sacramento State. As an 
example, over the past five years the average attendance 
for each of five home football games is listed as follows: 


Year Ave. Attendance 
1966-67 3,477 
1967-68 3,369 
1968-69 3,297 
1969-70 3;498 
1970-71 3,897 


(for each of five home games) 


On the basis of these figures it can be seen why the 
Associated Students exercise extreme caution when it 
comes to allocating funds for the athIctic department, 
especially when the stadium seats 12,000. Given this 
irend, those on the Senate understand the possibility of 


near-total support of the athletic program by the 
Associated Students. 


Vicious cycle 


The athletic department seems to be unaware of recent 
trends. Asking for more funds each year to expand the 
department in hopes of increasing spectator interest 
ignores what's happening. Spectator interest, particularly 
in football, is slowly recovering from a drastic plunge in 
attendance in the 1965-66 season. The year before that, 
Hornet football registered its highest attendance record 
in the history of the sport—21,145. The very next year, 
1965-66, attendance tailed off to a miserly 10,489 and 
has slowly been recovering since then. 

When the athletic department asks for more money 
and repeats its plea for an expanded program it is with 
the understanding that perpetuation of the programs for 
the program’s sake and for those ‘in’ the program is the 
ultimate consideration. Never has there been a concerted 
effort to sell the college’s athletic offerings to the 
campus and the community. Instead, athletics continues 
its ‘we're doing you a favor by our very existence’ 
attitude in face of pressing inquiries by concerned 
individuals whose only desire is to broaden the scope 
and intent of the sports program at SSC and not 
continue the repressive atmosphere which pervades the 
offices of those administering the athletic department. 
So, the increased allocation requested every year serves 
not to break out of a viciously destructive cycle, but 
merely to bankrupt and spurn the advice of the source 
of its ultimate salvation, the Associated Students. 
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High school town 


Why is it, that in a town where there is no professional 
or semi-pro sports, Sacramento State as the major 
college in the area, cannot draw sufficient crowds to its 
sporting events? Perhaps it is because other area sports 
provide a more-than-adequate alternative to the style 
and caliber of the college's athletic endeavors. Perhaps it 
is because Sacramento is a high school sports town. On 
any given night a high school football game within 
Sacramento County will outdraw the Green and Gold. 
Even the local J.C.’s draw heavier crowds than 
Sacramento State. Scheduling is not even a factor. Most 
area high school teams play on Fridays, not on 
Saturdays like the Hornets. 

A couple of years ago the student body of the college 
took drastic steps in the direction of promoting SSC 
sports by passing a referendum to acquire and install 
stadium lights so that Green and Gold football could 
perform on Saturday nights. This move was designed to 
capture a larger audience, since Saturday afternoons are 
a bad time for local football, being in direction 
competition with ABC’s College Football Game of the 
Week on television. The student body went to great 
expense with the lights in the hope that Hornet football 
would flourish and expand, bringing the college new 
fame and possibly the chance to change conferences. 
Thus far the expected crowds have failed to materialize 
and any possibility of changing conferences has to be 
shelved for an indefinite period because the caliber of 
football being exhibited by the Hornets far from 
warrants a change to a larger, more powerful, 
conference. In fact, college president, Dr. Bernard Hyink 
recently made the comment to the Hornet Round Table 
that Sacramento State wasn’t exactly steamrolling its 
present opponents in the FWC and that any rumors 
about SSC leaving the FWC would be best ignored. 

If Sacramento area residents have no desire to attend 
SSC games, perhaps it’s because the attraction holds no 
interest for people who like « hometown brand of 


football. The typical fan who has followed his kid or the 
neighbor’s kid through high school football will most 
likely follow the kid’s college career. Unfortunately, few 
of the Sacramento are high school players who have a 
local following, choose to attend Sacramento State. 
Perhaps the lack of local talent is only one reason for the 
failure of Sacramento State football. 


Lack of promotion 


In the past, the athletic department has criticized the 
local newspapers and more particularly the State Hornet 
newspaper for what they term “a deliberate attempt to 
play down the role of athletics at the colisge.” And in 
some instances there is even a grain cf truth in their 
accusations. 

Primarily the reason for the disinterest in the local 
media has been the lack of vigorous promotion on the 
college’s part. Since the phasing out of Sports 
Information Director Phil Dynan’s position during the 
cataclysmic upheaval of the athletic department several 
years ago, Sacramento State sports has been without a 
fulltime promoter. Since then the post has been filled 
with a string of parttime students whose major concern 
has been the dissemination of press releases to the local 
media about the forthcoming game. A strong athletic 
program needs < competent Sports Information 
Director. 

To see what role an S.I. Director plays in promoting 
his college, a look at a few of the accomplishments of 
Phil Dynan might be enlightning. During the 1968-69 
football season, Sacramento State finished second in the 
conference, with an 8-2-0 record overall. Phil Dynan was 
chiefly responsible for SSC’s appearance in the Little 
Rose Bow! (Pasedena) against Grambling College. The 
fact that the Green and Gold wer vastly overrated means 
little. 

What does matter is the fact that an aggressive S.1. 
Director put Sacramento State on the football map 
through some active lobbying. Dynan was also 
responsible for scheduling the University of Houston to 
play the Hornet’s basketball squad the year after Elvin 
Hayes and the Cougars upset Lew Alcindor and the 
UCLA Bruins. Obviously the basketball team was 
out-matched, but SSC played a _ major-ranked 
independent college. 

Since those days, Sacramento‘ State has had little 
prominence, even though the coliege is represented by 
excellent low-profile sports, such as track and baseball. 
Perhaps the cause of this decline lies less with the local 
media than it does with the athletic department. All the 
coverage in the world can’t fill seats at an event which is 
a continual disappointment to its fans because 
superficial attempts at reform serve to perpetuate the 
real cancer within the department. 


Racial overtones 


Additionally, the football team may have suffered 
from the accusations of racial discrimination hurled at 
Coach Ray Clemons during those momentous months of 
1969-70. That unfortunate event may have caused many 
prospective athletes to shy away from the school. It may 
have caused a decline in attendance. Fans may still be 
hesitant to partake of a possibly ‘tainted’ event. In this 
day of causal relationships, the athletic department 
could have lost credibility, even indirectly, just by being 
accused. And if the credibility of the department suffers, 
what about that of the coaches? Regardless of the 
seemingly honest and spontaneous support shown by 
team members for their coaches, speculation about the 
‘speck in your eye’ cannot be squelched. Coaches have 
been known to exert undue pressure on eager athletes by 
threatening a season of benchwarming to obtain proper 
responses. Several athletes have said as much of Ray 
Clemons and Jack Heron, remaining however 
anonymous in an attempt to retain some possiblity of 
playing time. No one argues the right of coaches to 
bench players for disciplinary action, but when this 
threat passes beyond these borders and is used as a 
device to perpetuate favoritism, prevent administrative 
reprimands and protect employment, ethics become a 
major consideration. Perhaps commissions and seminars 
aren’t enough. Perhaps rigorous scrutiny and 
investigation are increasingly necessary with the college 
facing the truth that individuals may have to be 
sacraficed in order that integrity can be restored as the 
prime ingredient of the athletic department and its 
programs. 


Time’s running out 


In any case, the woes of the athletic department are 
many. By all indications these woes have spelled disaster 
for the football portion of the program. Should this 
trend continue, it may well spell the doom of the rest of 
the programs. Having gone through an overhaul of its 
top administrative personnel, perhaps the school can 
look to them for re-organization of the athletic 
dcgartment and for a solution to the plight which 

mento State football epitomizes. This time on third 
down the Hornet’s have to pick up the necessary 
yardage. it’s too late in the game not to succeed.

1 Commentaries: The Shockley Issue. . .

The controversy over the recent talk (or 
non-talk) of William Shockley raises many issues. 
Among them are certain basic recurrent themes 
such as the freedom of speech, academic freedom 
and the like, which are usually misrepresented in 
order to hide the true nature of t he problem. The 
question as to who misrepresents will be left until 
later in the discussion. 

First, let us clear the air about freedom of 
speech. A brief look at the history of the United 
States should convince anyone that there never has 
been “freedom of speech” in this country. The 
“rights’’ which are ostensibly guaranteed by the 
Constitution are nothing more that privileges 
which can be revoked at any time. This fact is well 
known by anyone attempting reform necessitating 
action. This includes speeches, peaceful assembly, 
strikes, etc. For those who need a gentle reminder, 
witnese the recent strike at San Francisco State. 
The President of the College refused to allow the 
faculty and students to assemble. As legally 
permitted by the Constitution, they did 
assemble-—peacefully. The police broke up that 
assembly — illegally. The judge levied 
fines—illegally. Whose “rights” were infringed 
upon? 


Or, take the case of Eugene Debs, socialist 
presidential candidate. When he defended freedom 
of speech against government sedition laws during 
World War I, was he praised as “bringer of truth.” 
Hardly—he was thrown into jail. U.S. history is 
replete with thousands of such examples. Let us, 
therefore, drip the assumption thatthere is such a 
thing as freedom of speech. 

Now, the restrictions to freedom of speech are 
entirely rational. A government is a capitalist 
society is supportive of capitalism. Any idea which 
the ruling class feels is a threat to their rule will be 
suppressed while any idea supporting their rule 
will be used by them regardless of how irrational 





.. .Reverberations Continue ice 


The Pan African Student Union has asked 
faculty members to express their views on issues 
raised by Professor Barnes’ invitation to Dr. 
Shockiey. The invitation raises at ieast three 
issues: |} What does the First Amendment require 
in this case? 2) What do the statutes of the state 
require? 3) What is the purpose of a college? 

1) Briefly stated, the First Amendment 
prohibits the government from punishing Dr. 
Shockley for his views even under the sort of 
conditions created by his appearance on campus. 
(see: Terminiello v. Chicago, 337 U.S. 1 (1949) 
and Dick Gregory v. Chicago, 394 US. 111 
(1969)) The First Amendment does not oblige the 
government to encourage his activities in any way. 

2) Briefly stated, federal statutes and the laws 
of California protect Dr. Shockley in the exercise 
of all his rights from the unlawful acts of others. 
Even if unlawfully present on campus (which he 
was not), Dr. Shockley would retain this 
protection. Furthermore, State law requires state 
educational institutions to disseminate knowledge. 

Which brings us to the third issue: the purpose 
of a college. Professor Barnes has justified inviting 
Dr. Shockley in terms of free speech and the 
market place of ideas. The Students for Radical 
Action have asserted to the cor trary that a college 
is not a market place at all, free or otherwise. 

What is the purpose of a college? Colleges 
lisseminate knowledge. What they do is based 
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that idea may be. Again, one should use history to 
verify this point. 

The views of Shockley are racist. To this end he 
has publicly declared that sterilization of poor 
blacks would be good for the welfare of society. 
The basis for his argument is the compurative score 
made by whites and blacks op _ intelligence 
testsoutdated tests at that. As has been proven 
time and time again these tests are nothing more 
than achievement tests and, as such, measure the 
effect of environmental variations on the training 
of individuals. In this they are similar to a 
hypothetical test which could be used to measure 
the “intelligence” of a child raised by wolves 
compared to one raised in the Rockefeller 
homestead. If the test included such areas as 
winter survival, howling, and the family life of 
four-footed carnivores, who would register the 
highest score? 

American society is racist. As racism is not an 
attitude with which people are born, it must be 
indoctrinated through the educational! process of 
the individual. Every institution of significance has 
been enlisted into this training program—the 
school, the church, the medical profession, the 
family and so on. The end result of this process is 
not only demeaning to the human race, it is 
dangerous. Thus, slavery is condoned and even 
praised. Discrimination prevails. 

To allow racism to prevail is criminal. Anyone 
presenting racist arguments is a criminal. Criminals 
who present lies as truth and thereby cause 
injustices have no right to speak. Sponsors of these 
criminals are equally dangerous to society. 
Shockley is such a criminal. 

As to the question of academic freedom, no 
equivocation is possible. The university is 
supposed to be operating in pursuit of truth. To 
seek truth one applies scientific methods to the 
investigative procedure. Shockley is not scientific 
in his investigation, He is not adacemic. The 
university should not perpetuate fraud and 
dishonesty. Academic freedom is not applicable to 


upon ihe assumption that one can, at some point, 
distinguish knowledge from ignorance and that 
tests can be developed to enable one to make the 
distinction. Such distinctions, founded on various 
principles of rejection, are debated often and one 
assumes applied, at least in some cases, when 
departments make curriculum, hiring, and 
retention decisions. The result is a geography 
department no longer asserting that the world is 
flat, a government department no longer asserting 
the divine right of kings, and various departments 
in the natural sciences no longer asserting that the 
world was created in seven days. Some ideas 
prevail; others are discarded. This is a fact. Does 
the process by which rejection occurs resemble a 
market, an open space protected by law where all 
who wish © ay resort to trade? Certainly all who 
might wish to be here cannot enter this market 
unless they first pass through a process of selection 
in various prep schools of one sort or another, 
including graduate schools. Even if all were here 
who wish to be, is the free market metaphor apt? 
Is a college coterminous with the postulated 
market? Is a college obliged to act as if it were the 
sole location of the market? Is a _ college

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such unscientific doctrines as Shockley advocates. 

It would seem that an unscientific investigation 
such as that of Shockley’s would be laughed out of 
the community. Such is not the case. He has 
received major play in the press in addition to 
receiving sponsorship by the government. Stanford 
has not fired him. How can this be so in a 
supposedly rational society? 

The answer is that Shockley’s work is 
convenient to the ruling class. Blacks are poor 
because they are inferior. The burnings of the 
ghettos can be rationalized. High unemployment 
can be excused. Their meager educ?tinn can be 
maintained. After all, they are not cu.npetent to 
judge what is in their own interests. Similarly, the 
Jews were so pictured by Hitler and his gang. Who 
were his major supporters? German capitalists— the 
ruling class. 

But, blacks are predominately members of the 
working class and because of this fact Shockley’s 
fraud is an attack on that class. It is used and given 
credence by the capitalist class io further advance 
recism and divide the working class in an attempt 
to prevent the workers from uniting. After all, it is 
not in the interests of the white worker to be 
racist, yet this is what he is taught. If the 
university is sincerely interested in truch and the 
government honestly interested in justice, then 
Shockley has no place in society. The fact that he 
indeed has such a place indicated the true nature 
of capitalist society. 

Capitalism throughout the world is in serious 
trouble. Any economic order in its death throes 
turns to mystical ideas in attempts to preserve its 
rule. Thus, racism. Thus, Freudian psychology. 
Thus, astrology. Thus, the religious revival. All of 
these tend to hide the true nature of the problem 
Capitalism is the problem and it is the end of 
capitalism which will provide the solution. 
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Three one-act plays, (‘Sister 
Sonji,”” “‘Homecooking” and 
“Andrew”) will be presented 
Dec. 3-14 by the Black Drama

characterized by unhmited intellectual 
self-assertion? Does an unseen hand draw a general 
welfare from unregulated pursuit of intellectual 
self-interest in the college? Do members of a 
college arbitrate issues of knowledge and 
ignorance? When they grade? When they hire? 
When they retain? When they adopt curricula? 
When they invite speakers? 

Before Dr. Shockley receives a reply to his 
request to return to give his speech, the members 
of the College have some homework to do. Each 
of us must decide whether the market metaphor 
adequately describes the process by which the 
men.oers of a college distinguish knowledge from 
ignorance. Each must also decide what standards 
of rejection, if any, will, in future, inform 
decisions to grant a forum to those who wish to 
address us and the community through us. 

The first Amendment does not oblige anyone to 
invite someone else to speak. No law punishes 
anyone who decides to issue an invitation, whether 
or not, in the opinion of others, he makes a 
mistake. State law does require us to disseminate 
knowledge. Perhaps we'd best find out whether we 
can distinguish knowledge from _ ignorance 
ourselves. Then we can justify our decision in 
terms of our own principles of rejection instead of 
mentioning a Constitutional provisiun and hoping 
that it will absolve us from the responsibility of 
making a case for our action.
